Tne manure of a cow is cold, 
therefore it suite a light soil; that of horses, 
hogs and poultry is hot, and is best suited to 
cold, heavy soil, Fresh manure causes heat 
while fermenting, therefore it will lighten the 
soil, and oid rotted manure will make the soil 
more compact and firm. There ie no animal 
| that produces a richer manure than the bird 
Two hundred weight of guano mixed with one- 
half the usaal quantity of some other manure, 
and put on an acre of ; round will tell on th7t 
land. In using guano, do not let it come in con- 
tact with seeds or the roots of plants. Hog ma- 
pure or barn yard manure turned ul der on gar- 
dens will enrich, warm,and lighten the ground 
Horse manure is of the most value when fresh. 
Mix it with other manures and coyer with ab- 
sorbents as soon as possible, before a loss of its 
nitrogen To make good, strong manure, give} 
your stock rich food. Composted and fully fer» 
mented manure before used, is best. 
For gardens, bone dust mixed 
with ashes or pulverizsa charooal is good. Char- 
coat makes a light friable soil, gives ita dark 
color and adds toits warmth. When compost- 
ed with night soil it becomes poudrette, and isa 
good fertilizer. Leaves, straw and rubbish 
thrown togecher, aud moistened with a mixture 
ol lime and salt, H kept damp until decomposed, 
is excellent for trees and shrubs. Swamp mack 
With salt, ime or leached ashes, is a good ferti- 
zer. Broad lea ved plants are benefited by ap- 
plytug plaster. Tan bark, decayed chips, saw- 
dust, shavings, hog hair, leaves. covered with 
sol, are of great advantage to potatoes. 
WHEAT. 
Exercise judgmeat in selecting your seed, as 
well as what fertilizer to use, Learn what wheat 
is productive, as wellas that which will make 
good flour. The best wheat-growers study these 
things, as well asthe quantity of wheat to be 
seeded per acre, at the same time the quality ol 
the soil and the preparationof theland. Many 
think that early seeding and small grain and 
poor land will require less seed than late seed - 
ing, large grain and rich land, and that finely 
prepared compact land will require less than 
rough, loose land. Many try remedies or pre- 
ventatives for rust. If any remedy has been 
discovered, we do not knowit. A very noted 
German agriculturist, sx hours before sowing 
his wheat, prepares a steep of three measures of 
powdered quick lime and ten measures of cow 
urine, and pours two quarts of this on each peck 
of wheat, stirring the wheat until each grain is 
white with the preparation. He says that be 
has followed this plan for years with success.

When 
we think of the number of valuable acres of land 
in Baldwin, we are srongly iuciined to the belief 
that there are a large nomber of planters in that 
county who are not true to their own interest, 
and are hard y aciing fair to their land. Better 
cultivation, a jadicious rotat.on of crops, and of 
such as are adapted to that soil, plenty of grass 
saving and applying macure, breeding and feed 
ing better stock, wouid not only have prevented 
the paying cut of such a sum, but would have 
k.pt the soll intact and made it better. The

Do not pot roses and leave them exposed to 
the sun before the roots have formed, else the 
plant will show feebieness. Pisce a newlyspot- 
ted plant in a cool place until the new roots fill 
the pot. 

—Leaf mould,loam and chip dirt make a good 
eoil for pansies. To benefit your pansies, water 
them night and morning in hot weather with 
rain water if you have it. 

A tab espoonful of phosphorous soap, dis- 
solved in a gallon of water and applied with a 
watering pot to roses will destroy insecta It is} 
also a good fertiliz-r 

—Pianis for winter flowering should be kept 
in pots all summer. They should be brought in 
the house end placed in their position before the 
winter fires are made. 

—Graceful, round-beaded plants are generally 
best suited for va es.

MAKING A PASTURE. 

A letter [rom Coweta makes some ingniries 
about sowing down land for pasture. In back 
numbers of THE CoNsTITUTION, our correspond- 
ent will find articies telling how to prepare the 
ground, what gress to sow, and the kinds suited 
to different soils. From now on until the mid- 
dle of next month is perhaps as good a time as 
any to sow the seed. The trouble with our 
Ge rgia farmers is that they do not take pains 
enough with their grass lands. There are wo 
many poor pastures, which have a light sod, 
yield but little and sparirgly enriched. There 
are various grasses that, with proper attention, 
would do wellin our state—tender, nutritious 
grass that would make good hay, or admit of 
constant grazing. With blue grass, bermuda, 
orchard, perennial] rye, crab, herds, meadow 
Oat grass, sweet vernal, downy out, fescue and 
mauy others adapted to our sail, it is absurd to 
say that grass will not do here, and li is misera 
dle economy to procare our bay, miules and 
horses froma other states. All our farmers have 
to do is to thoroughly prepare the ground, se- 
lect seed suited to certain solls, and then -prop- 
erly sow them. Grass is an important ‘crop in 
the United States, and should be in Georgia. 
Our farmers should take as much palus to grow 
grass as they cotton and corn. Make the 
soi] rich; grass will not grow luxuriant on bony 
ridges or worn Out bottoms. Make the d 
rich —plow it, harrow it, sow it, roll it, gruss

The spéctacle presented by the al“ 
most unanimous efforts of the people 
of the north to send relief to the strick- 
en people of our sister states is one of 
the most admirable in the charitable 
annals of the country. In every vil- 
lage and hamlet, as well as in the me- 
tropolitan cities, the dimes and dollars 
of the charitable have been collected 
and still the efforts are unrelaxed. The 
amount already sent to the relief of 
the sick is enormous, but will be dou- 
bled and tripled before the course of 
the plague is run. Our southern peo 
pie, of their substance, are giving with 
equal liberality and zeal, but this fact 
does not reduce the obligation upon us 
to recognize and be grateful for the no- 
ble efforts of our northern brethren. 
They have held out their hands to us 
across a chasm wider and deathlier 
than the ‘‘bloody chasm” of politics, 
and the feeling of kinship that thriils 
with the touch will survive and bright- 
en while time shall last.

While the tartness of the cards have 
doubtiess secured for them a very gen- 
ert. reading, it is doubtful if there are 
many persons in the city who really 
understand the point at issue, 

It is simply this. Mr. McDaniel, 
having studied the matter thoroughly, 
determined some time ago to introduce 
a new idea in sewerage in the system ot 
this city. His idea is that sewers 
should consist of small pipes and 
should be devoted exclusively to carry 
off cfiensive matter, with just enough 
wate? to “flush” them. He contends 
that. there sheuld be no attempt to 
send an immense volume of rain water 
through them, but that they should be 
protect- d against heavy floods, by over- 
flows that will turn the water off, and 
send it down the hiltsides in natural 
currents. The adoption of this theory, 
be holds, will vastly cheapen the sewer. 
age system and make it much more com 
pact, efficient and thorough. The idea 
is a new one, and is opposed} 
directly to the practice of ninety-nine 
cities in the hundred. It is just wins 
ning power in Europe, and is being dis- 
cussed in several American cities. 

When Mr. McDaniel first broached 
it, he found, of course, that the com- 
mittee on sewers were cautious about 
it, He has succeeded in convincing this 
body that his views are right, and that 
his system is just the 
thing. It is simple justice to 
say, too, that some of the best engin- 
eering authorities in this country and 
Europe are rapidly becoming converts 
to the theory of which he is an early 
and earnest advocate. We rather in- 
cline, without having investigated the 
matter closely, to the opinion that he 
will be able to sustain his theory, by 
experiment and demonstration. 

Ba', the point we wish to make is 
thie. Mr. Peck, and other citizens, ob- 
ject to the introduction of the new 
style of sewers. They state in terms 
tnat it is insufficient, inoperati ve, costly 
and futile. Without disparagement to 
Mr. McDaniel, we submit that these 
objections, raise a point that may very 
well be investigated. It is possible— 
these gentlemen claim that it is certain 
—that Mr. McDaniel is committing a 
grievous mistake. It may be ‘hat his 
sewers will not work. It may be that 
the money used in putting hem down 
is just so much money wasted,and that 
they may all have to be ripped up in 
a few years, and large sewers put in. 

We do not incline to the belief that 
any such demonstration will be made 
either by investigation or experience 

But the possibility of such a thing is 
enough to justify our demand that the 
new system be investigated before any 
more money is spent on it. Atlanta 
cannot afford to make any mistakes. 
She is a growing and progresgiye city 
and needs every dollar of her income. 
If, therefore, by laying these pipes she 
is not improving her sewerage system, 
but is rather impairing it, it is impers- |, 
tive that she should be properly in- 
formed of it, so that it may be stopped 
at ones.
